For à little Re- 
flection will eafily convince us, that the Reaſons and 
Uſe of this Exhortation will ever be applicable to 
all Chriſtians, in whatever Situation and Circum- 
ſtances may happen to be. In this Light there-. 
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fore I ſhall conſider them, without any regard to 
their Connection with what goes before or follows 


after ; and, 


Firſt, Lav before you ſome Conſiderations and 
Motives tending to excite and encourage us to the 
Practice of good Works. 


Secondly, Cons1DER how it comes to paſs that Men 


are apt to be deficient in the Practice of ſo reaſonable 


a Duty; and then apply what has been ſaid to the 
Occaſion of our preſent Meeting. 


THERE is a certain Connection and mutual De- 
pendance between the ſeveral Parts of the moral 
World. The Weakneſs and Inſufficiency of Indi- 
viduals is the Foundation of this Dependance; and 
ſocial Affections are planted within us to remind us 


of it, and to engage us to help and relieve one an- 


other. The Rich and the Poor are ſo cloſely connected, 


that the Comforts and Happineſs, the Eaſe and Con- 


veniencies of each, are derived from, and muſt depend 
upon the mutual Exchange of good Offices between 
them. There muſt indeed be a Difference of Situation 
and Abilities among Men. This is neceſſary perhaps, 
not only for the Beauty of the Syſtem, but ariſes from 


the Nature of it. The Plenty that ſome are born to 


is reſolvable into the Good-will of the Azmicurty, 
without 
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without any Partiality or Fondneſs for Particulars : 
And the Abundance that others arrive at, is the 
Effect of Liberty in the Settlement of his Providence. 
But whatever may give Riſe to the Diſtinctions of 
Rich and Poor, whatever the Advantages of Fortune 
may be owing to, yet all Men ſeem to have an In- 
tereſt in thoſe Advantages, and the Poor are as much 
intereſted in the Fortunes of the Great, as the Great 


are © intereſted 3 in the Labours of the Poor. 


"tv Underftandings may often. be at a Loſs to 
trace out and comprehend the Deſigns of Gop--in- 
the Adminiſtration of human Affairs. And yet we 
may ſuggeſt to ourſelves Hints and Intimations ſuf- 
ficient to convince us that the Obligations of Men 
muſt vary according to their Circumſtances ; and 
that all are required to abound in good Works, ac- 
cording to the Rank and Station they are placed in. 


Tux Scriptures give us the juſteſt Repreſentation 
of the State and Condition of Mankind, approved of 
by the beſt and ſobereſt Proceſſes of human Reaſon. 
And would to Gop our Opinions as well as our 
Practices were regulated by thoſe Scriptures ; and 
that Men had the Wiſdom and Modeſty to acknow- 
ledge that the beſt and run 1s to 
be had from the Author of it. 


In DEED, 
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Ix pro, by the compaſſionate Turn and Reaſon- 
ing of our Minds, we are naturally led to ſuppoſe an 
Alliance and Relation between ourſelves and all 
Mankind. But the Seriptures heighten this Notion, 
and teach us to look upon ourſelves, as Brethren, 
ſprung from one common Parent, and united in one 
common Nature: that Riches are given not ſo much 
to make ourſelves happy, as to make others ſo: that 
if we appropriate them to our own Uſe, and look 
upon them as a Property, in which others are unin- 
tereſted and have no Claim, we miſapprehend the 
Deſigns of our heavenly Father, who has made the 
Rich and the Poor to meet here together; and at the 
ſame time that he has made Proviſion for the Hap- 
pineſs of the Rich by the Labours of the Poor, has 
directed the Rich to look upon themſelves as Ser- 
, vants of one common Maſter, acting one Part in 
the Deſigns of his Providence; and informed them 
that they, and all Perſons, are bound RN 
another to ſrovate unto Love, and to grad Warks.. 


IT would be untecatlaty to uſe many Words i in 
ſhewing wherein the Nature of doing. Good conſiſts. 
Every Man's Conſcience can tell him the Meaning of 
the Word, and what is implied in it. And if any 

one, in a particular Inſtance, ſhould loſe a Senſe af 
Duty, he muſt lay the Fault at his own Door, and 


upon 
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upon Sing the general Opinion of Mankind againſt 
him, ſhould endeavour to correct his Judgment, * 
alter his Opinion. N 


| To be kind and compaſſionate, charitable and 
tender-hearted, uſeful and beneficial to others, are 
Diſpoſitions which all Men, in ſome degree, have 
naturally a Tendency to; and which muſt be allowed 
to be the greatalt Ornaments of human Nature. 
\ ta? is alſo 4 Satisfaction and Complacidey | 
of Mind always attending the doing Good. And 
thoſe who are moſt backward in it, would look upon 
it as the greateſt Indignity to be told they had no 
Tendency or Diſpoſition to it. What they really 
want they would not be thought deficient in: be- 
cauſe; though they can bear with the Reproaches of 
their own Minds, yet they cannot bear to be thought 
what they really are, and to be contenaaied and diſ- 


elteemed by al Mankind. 


A Max muſt be far er and Pride whe 
does not look upon every the pooreſt and moſt ne- 
ceſſitous Man upon Earth as nearly related to him. 
Let him but conſider, and he will find that all Men 
receive Nouriſhment from the ſame Food, are ſup-

Poſitions and tender Sentiments fall into Misfortunes, 
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ſame Senſibility; the ſame Pleaſure in being treated 


well, and the ſame Uneaſineſs in being treated other- 
wiſe. Indeed Power and Pre-eminence, Riches 'and 
Dominion, ſometimes Thoughtleſſneſs, and often- 


times a bad Education (for every injudicious Educa- 


tion is ſuch) are apt to remove Men to too great a 
Diſtance from their own Species; and the general 
Conſequence of it is Inſenſibility and a Diſregard 
for it. But every Tendency to a Contempt of Man- 
kind is ſtrictly to be guarded againſt; and where 
it is guarded againſt, there will always be a Senſe 
of mutual Duty, a Diſpofition to do Good, and an 
Inclination in thoſe, who are in the higher Parts 


of Life, to be charitable and ay. mer rang to other 


People. 


Bur farther : We lay be encouraged to do Good 
upon Motives of human Prudence. The AMuence 
and Proſperity of Life is uncertain, and every Station 
of Life wants the Help and Aſſiſtance of others. 
The Power we now enjoy, and the Riches we now 
poſſeſs, may be taken out of our Hands, and put into 


others. And if it ſhould be our Fortune, as it may 


, to ſtand in Need of the Help of our Neighbours, 
we may be ſaid to have made the beſt Proviſion for 
it, if we have been ready to do them Good as we 
have had Opportunity. When Perſons of good Diſ-

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all who know them, and have any Humanity, have

Capt. Moffett, dated at Madras the 2 3th of Feb. 19761, 
from Meſſieurs Fabricius and Breithaupt, their Reverend 
Miſſionaries at that Place; who, ſinee the Time when their 
. laſt Account ended, have gone on diligently in preaching the 
Goſpel to the Heathens, not only in the Neighbourhood, 
but in more diſtant Places, as in Pommadagalan, Alembady, 
Erimuttupaleiam, Sirawaram and Semiliwaram ; where, in 
November 1759, Mr Fabricius had about Ten Conferences 
with them, and was heard with Satisfaction : And Mr 
Breithaupt bad them impute their Want of ſeaſonable Rains 
to their giving the Honour, due to Gop alone, to thoſe who 
were no Gods ;- and told them, that the great Gob had-de-- 
clared his Hatred of Idolatry, by permitting the French and 
Moors to break many of their Idols, and to carry away others 
which were of Value to Pondicbery. He taught them the 
Duty of Prayer, and gave them the Firſt and Second Com-- 
mandments in Print, and explained them to them. He 
ſhewed them the Vanity of thoſe ſuperſtitious Charms which 
they wore about them.
